Paſhon, which S. Pau{calls 
SH \&5 the Lords Supper, is With- 
g9S8Sgy out controveriie one of the 
orcateſt Myſteries of Godlinels, and the 
moſt ſolemn Feſtival of the. Chriſtian 

Religion. : The holy Table , or Altar , 

which, preſents this tacred Banquet, may, 
2s well as the o1d Tabernacle, take to it: 
{elf the title of * Meeting : {ince there the 
People mult appear to Worship' God, 

and there certainly God .is; preſent _ to 
V1» vx Tabernacle for appointed time o& meevng. 
| A meer 
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meet and to bleſs his. People. At the 
Place , and during the whole At of 
this Meeting with God , the Chriſtian 
Communicants are in a ſpecial manner 
invited to offer up to God their Souls, 


their Bodies, their Goods, their Vows, 


their Praiſes , and whatſoever they can 
give : and God on the other ſide offers 
tO us. the Body and Blood of his Son, 
and all thoſe other Bleſſings withal, thar 
will afſuredly follow this facred 
Gift. For this muſt be granted , then 
the holy Communion is not only a 
Sacrament that . the Worshipper is to 
"come to for no qther purpoſe, then to 
receive 5 nor a Sacrifice only', where he 
Should have nothing els to do's bur to 
give : but it 1s as the great, Solemnity 
of the ancient Paſover was , whereof 1t 
hath taken the place ; a great Myſtery 
conſiſting both of Sacrament and Sacri- 
fice , that is, of the Religious Service , 
which the People owe to God, and of 
the full Sakvation , which God is pleaf- 
ed to promiſe his People. 
2. It may by this'appear, how far jt 
concerns every Chriſtian not to err in 


a Point, that makes the Center both of. 


his Happineſs and his Duty : and thar 
ties the very knot, which in a manner 
joins Man with God. . It was upon this 


account-that the Devil , who bore ever

an equal hatred both 'to what is Holy

For'the Body of Chriſt, as the Holy 
Fathers ——_— it , . being of two 
ſorts, to wit the Natural, which 1s in 
Heaven , and the Sacramental, which 1s 


bleſſed and given at the- holy Table ; 


the primitive Heretics, whom the Spi-

make it alſo a Sacrifice; . As; it is 4 Sa- 
crament,, this great Myſtery shews three 
Faces , looking diredly towards three 
Times , and offering to all worthy Re- 
Ceivers rag o_ of incomparable F77 
ings ; that © Repreſenting the true Eff- 
_> of Chriſts Sufterings > which _ 
| PUT, 
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paſt, whereof it is:a 'Merzorial :; that of 
exhibiting the firſt Fruits of thele Suffer-

Concerns the Communion', as it is not \@ 


Repreſentation only, but a Megs 
of Grace. 


t.T J/therto we have conſidered this 
| | holy Sacrament, fi1{t' as a ſtand- 
ing Memorial of that Paſſion , wherein 
Chriſt Jeſus once offered himlelf up to 
God as Sacrifice : and ſecondly as a ſig 
of that nutritive and corroborative Grace 
( the*true Eflux of 'that Sacrifice: ) by 
which \{ign. he :daily offers: himſelf,to us 
under the. notion of Meat. For hy Flesh 
is meat indeed , and his Blood-is drink in 
deed. Joh: 6.55. And I ingeniouſly: con- 
fels- that rhe moſt general uſe of the 
bleſſed Communion runs upon theſe 
two Notions: and that theſe two main 
Reſemblances between the Bread , ' and 
Chriſts Body , which qualify the conſe- 
crated Bread ( and the conſecrated Wine 
in the ſame manner) to bear the Cha- 
raCter of a Sacrament, do likewiſe ſuffi- 
ciently qualify it , to bear another ho- 


nor , Which it enjoys, of being called 


the Lords Body. However it 1s moſt 
certain , that when the Fathers call it 
ſo, (which Chriſt himſelf taught them 
to do ) they juſtify both His and their 

ſpeech 
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ipeech upon the account of refemblazee, 
and: of this commerce, ( moit utual be- 
tween Repreſentations, and objects repre- 
ſentzdjof enterchanging their own namnes.. 
Read the 23. Epiit. of St. : Auſtin ad 
Bonif. ? 

2. 90 for example, in the Prophetic: 
Vifons and Dreams , which moiſt com- 
monly. were nothing ele then extempo= 
rary Sacraments of Things then reveal- 
ed by God , thoſe are moit conſtantly 
ſaid to be theſe. The 7, Ears of Corn 
gre 7. years, by the interpretation of Jo- 
ſeph.: Germ. 41. 26. The ſeven Stars are 
ſeven Anzels , in the Revelation of Sr. 
John 1. 20. The Sower « the Son of 
Man, The Tares are the wicked, The 
Harve#t is the end of the World, in the 
Parables of Jeſus Chriſt. Marth. 13. 37. 
38. 29. If by chance we meet with Pi-

Images have ever 
bin more intended for 'this-end of Re- 
freſexting,. then the true Sacraments have 
bin : therefore it were moſt unreaſonable 
to think, that theſe facred Images should 
want that Priviledg which all other ( al- 
tho caſual and profane) are allowed 
to have, viz. to take the name of their 
Objects.

Jeſus Chrift ,. for whoſe 
Body and Blood they ftand.: So. that 
as the Holy Communion 'is not fed 
in the Church under the notion of Bread 
and Wine: the faithful Communicants 
do —r—_ to receive Chriit , and 
the faithleſs to abuſe Him.

any reaſon permit them to.imagine, that 
Flesh and, Blood , :which in: all their 
Scriptures paſles',both for the weakeſt 
and the vileſt of Things , could be the 
beſt and the ſoundeſt part of Sacrifices. 

+2. 'Of all the Carnal Sacrifices, which 
the: Jews do reduce to 11x kinds { beſides 
many more Oblations ) none ever had 
any ſaving reality, as to the washing a- 
way of {ins but in dependance jon: Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord : and as to our ſervice 
and duty towards God , which'they were 
alſo to repreſent, . none had /this tecond 
end fo fully performed /ander. the Law z 
as it muſt be under the Goſpel. The 
blefled Communion alone, when whole, 
and not mutilated, concenters and brings 
together theſe two great Ends ( full Ex- 
pation of ins, __ acceptable Duty to 
God ) towards which all the old Sa- 
critices never look't, but as either {imple 
Engagements , or weak $shadows. . As 
for' the firſt, which is Expiationof {ins; 
*tis moſt certain that the Sacrifice of 
Jeſus Chriſt alone hath bin ſufficient for 
it: and that if-all both men and Angels 
were joined to it , it were not to add 
r00, but to receive. from its fulneſs. © Ir 
is moſt certain alſo , that this great Sa- 
crifice being both of an infinit virtue 
'to ſatisfy the moſt ſeyere Juſtice, and of 
bd an 
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an infinite virtue to produce at once all 
the Effects, that can be expected of it ; 
it were 1mplety to-think, it should need 
to be don again , as weak and infirm 
Caules muſt, in order to make up by 
degrees and at ſeveral times their full 
Effect. This was perhaps the want of 
Faith, which the holy Scripture taxes in 
Moſes: Num. 20. 12. ( which it is hard 
to find in any thing els ) to-ſtrike a ſe- 
cond timezand without order, that myſte- 
rious Rock, which to ſtrike once had bin 
enough : for this ſecond blow could pro- 
ceed bur of a faithleſs miſtruſt that the 
firſt, which alone was commanded , 
could not ſuffice. But it were a much 
greater offence both againſt the Blood 
of Chriſt, to queſtion 1rs infinit worth, 
and againſt the infinitnels and Immen- 
{ity of this worth, to charge it with ſom 
Emtineſs, which any reiteration should 
fill up. Therefore as the Expiatory S2- 
crifice, which Chriſt offered upon the 
Croſs, was infinitly able ro do at once 
whatever an infinit number of other 
Sacrifices had bin able to do, either all 
together at one time , or each of them 
ſeverally during the: ſucceſſion of all 
Ages; the Offering of it muſt needs be 
one only : and the Reiteration of ir 
were not only ſuperfluous as to its 
real effect , but 4 moſt injurious ta 
Chriſt 
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Chrift in the very thought and Attemr. 
3. Nevertheleſs this Sacrifice ' which 


by a real Oblation was not to be offered 
more then once, is by an Euchariſtical 
and devout Commemoration: to be of- 
fered up every day. This is what the 
Apoſtle calls, ro /et forth the death of the 
Lord; to ſet it forth I fay as well before 
the Eyes of God his Father , as before 
the Eyes of all Men : and what S. Au- 
guſtin did explain > when he faid that 
the holy Flesh of Jeſus Chriſt was offer- 
ed up in three manners ; by prefiguring 
Sacrifices under the Law, before his com- 
ing into the World : in real deed upon 
the Croſs: and by a Commemorative Sa- 
crament , after he is aſcended into Hea- 
ven. All comes to this firſt , that the 
Sacrifice, as tisit ſelf and init ſelf, it can 
never be reiterated ; yet by way of de- 
vout Celebration and Remembrance it 
may nevertheleſs be reiterated every 
day. Secondly, that whereas the Holy 
Euchariſt is by it ſelf a Sacrament, 
wherein God offers unto all men the 
Bleſſings merited by the Oblation of 
his Son ; it likewiſe becomes by our 
Remembrance, a kind of Sacrifice alſo ; 
whereby, to obtain at his hands the fame 
Bleſſings, we preſent and expoſe before 
his Eyes that fame holy and precious 


Oblation once offered. Thus the anci- 
ent 


| 
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| ent Iſraelites did continually repreſent 


in their Solemn Prayers to God , that 
Covenant which he had made once with 
Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob their Fore- 
fathers. Thus did the Jews in their 
Captivity turn their Faces towards ei- 
ther rhe Country or the Temple where 
the Mercy Seat and the Arx were , 
which were the Memorial of his Pro- 
miles, and the Sacramental CORE 
of his Bleſſings. And thus the Chriſti- 
ans in their Prayers do _ day inſiſt 
upon, and repreſent to God the Father 
the meritorious Paſhon of their Savior , 
as the only ſure ground, whereon both 
God may give , and they obtain the 
Bleſſings, which they do pray for. Now, 
neither the Iſraelites had ever Temple 
or Ark or Mercy ſeat, nor the Chriiti- 


. ans have any Ordinance , Devotion or 


Myſtery, that may prove to. be ſuch a 
bleſſed and eFectual Inſtrument to reach 
to this Everlaſting Sacrifice, and to ſet 
It out ſo ſolemnly before the Eyes of 
God Almighty , as the Holy Euchariſt 
is. To men it is a facred Table, where 
Gods Miniſter is ordered to repreſent 
from God his Maſter the Paſhon of 
his dear Son, as ſtill fresh and ſtill pow- 
erful for their Erernal Salvation : and 
fo God it is an Altar whereon Men 
myſtically preſent to him the ſame Sa:

- for Expiation and Mercy. And decals q' 


. 1t is the high Prieſt himlielf, the true 
nointed of the Lord, who hath ſet up 
moſt expreſsly both this Table and this 
Altar for theiſe two ends, :namely for the 
Communication of his Body and Blood 
to Men, and for the Repreſentation and 
Memorial of both to God ; it cannot 
be doubted, but that the one .muſt be 
moſt advantageous to the penitent Sin- 
ner , and the other moſt acceptable to 
that good and gracious Father, who is 
alwaies pleaſed in his Son , and who 
loves of himſelf the repenting and the 
{incere return of his Children. Lake 
IF. 22. 

4. Hence one may ſee both the great 
uſe and advantage of more frequent 
Communion : and how much it con- 
cerns us, Whenſogyer we go to receive 
it, to lay out all our wants , and pour 
out all our Grief, our Prayers, and our 
Praiſes before the Lord in ſo happy a 
conjuncture, The primitive Chrilti 
ans did it ſo , who did as ſeldom meet 
to preach cr pray , without a Com- 


munion , as. did the old Iſraelites, to | 


worship without a Sacrifice. On ſo» 
lemn daieseſpecially, or upon great Exi- 
gencics they ever uſed this help of. Sa- 
cramental Oblation-as the mg roms 

| u 
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Þ ful Means the C wrch had to ſtrengthen 


their Supplications , to open the Gates 
of Heaven , and/to force in a manner 
God and his Chriſt to have compaſh- 
on on them. The People of Iſrael for 
the better performance of Prayer and 
Devotion went up to the Tabernacle 
and the Temple, becaute ( beſides other 
Morives ) both theſe were Figures of that 
Body which was to be facrihced. W here- 
fore. Chriſt calls his Body thi2 Temple. 
Foh. 2. 19. and the firſt Chriſtians went 
up to their Churches , there to meet 
with theſe Myſteries , which do repre- 
ſent him both as already facrificed , and 
yet as in fome {orr offering and giving 
up himſelf. Thoſe in worshipping ever 
turned their Eyes , their Hearts, their 


hopes towards that Alter and Sacrifice, -- 


whence the High Prieft was to car 
the Blood into the Sarntnary: and thefe 
looking toward the Croſs and their cru- 
cified Savior there, through his Suffer- 
ings hope for a way towards Heaven ; 
being encouraged to this hope by the 
very Memorial, which they both take to 
therfelves and shew to God of theſe 
Sufferings. Laſtly , Jeſus our Eternal 
Prieſt, being from the Croſs, where he. 
ſuffered without the-Gate, gon up into 
the true Sanctuary which 1s . Heaven '; 
there above doth continually preſent 
- =} a both 
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both his Body in zrue reality, and us as Aa- 
ron did the twelve Tribes of Iſrael ina 
Memorial, Exod. 28. 29. and on the other 
tide we bcneath in the Church preſent 
to God his Body and Blood in a Memo- 
rial, that under this shadow of his Croſs, 
and image of his Sacrifice, we may pre- 
ſent our ſelves before him in very deed 
and reality.

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SECTION VIL 


Concerning the Sacrifice of our 
own Perſons, 


1.] T iseitherthe Error, or the incogi- 
tancy of too many Chriſtians, which 
makes them ſomtimes beleive and of- 
tener live, as if under:the Goſpel there 
were no'ather Sacrifice but thatof \Chriſt 
upon the Croſs. . It is'very true. indeed 

thereis no other, nor can there be an 
other ſufhcient , and proper for this end, 
of ſatifiing Gods Juſtice , and expiating 
our fins. I have troden the Winepreſs a 
lone , and of the People there was noxe with 
me ; I looked and there 14s none to help. 
Efay. 63. 3. 5. Inthis reſpect, thothe 
whole Church should in a Body, offer 
up her felf as a burnt Sacrifice to. God, 
yet could she not contribute more, to- 
wards the bearing up 'or- bearing away 
the wrath to come, then all thoſe Inno- 
cent ſouls, who ftood ncer Jeſus Chrift 
when he gave up the Ghoſt, did towards 
the darkning of the Sun, or the shaking of 
the whole Earth. But that which 1s not {o 
much as uſeful , much lets eceſſary ro this 
Eternal Sacrifice, which alone could re- 
deem Mankind , is indiipenſably both ne- 
ccllary and uſeful , that we may -_ a 
. Share 
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Share in this Redemtion. So that if the 
Sacrifice of our ſelves, which we ought 
to offer up to God, cannot procure Sal= 
vation; it 1s abſolutely neceſſary to re+ 
ceive it. 

2. As the old Law never introduced 
Aaron officiating beforethe Lord , with 
out the whole People of Iſrael, repre- 
sented both by the twelve ſtones on his 
Ephod and the two other on his should- 
ers Exod. 28. 12. 30.. The Goſpel moſt 
commonly deſcribes Jefes Chritft and his 
Church , not only as two Parties, that 
do nothing the one without the other , 
but ſomtimes allo as one Perſon alone: 
as particularly, 1. Cor. 12. 12. Chritt 
acts, officiates and ſuffers for his Body, 
in that manner that doth become the 
Head: and the Church imitates and fol- 
lows all the motions and ſufferings of this 
heavenly and holy Head , in fuch a 
manner as is poſſible to its. weak Mem- 
bers. 

2. The main it not the whole Divi-, 
nity of S. Paul as well in point of faiths 
as of Chriſtian life , runs upon this.Cor= 


formity both of actions and ſufferings : 


And that of S. lohn likewife upon this 
ſame Commmuion. T he truthis, Our Sa- 
vior had neither Birth nor Death nog 
Refurrectzon hereon Earth , bur fuch ag 
we ought to conform usto; as be hath _ 
tncr 
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ther Aſcention, nor Throne, nor Ever- 
laſting lite, nor Glory , but ſuch as we 
my alſo have in Heaven common with 

im. - 

4. This Coxformity or likeneſsto C\-r:it, 
which ( as the Hebrewcs ule to ſpake, 
is the foundation and Pillar, that 1s, the 
grand Principle of the whole Chriſtian 
inſtitution,relates more directly to our du- 
ty about his Swfferings; and then to our hap- 
pineſs about his Exa/tation. And the 
Communion, which 1s the other great 
fundamental, that S. Iohn hath ſtill in 
his Mouth , points more at this, and 
preſuppoſes that: And both make up a 
full WC upon the words which 
our Savior ſo often commanded his 
Diſciples, zo follow bim ; thereby lig- 
nifiing both the Labor, and the ſuc- 
ceſs of this moft Important Fewrny, for 
without doubt we shall follow him into 
Heaven, if we will follow him here 
on Earth: and we $hall have Communion 
with him in his Ghry, if we will keep 
Conformity with him here in his Suffe- 
rings. 

5. Theſe three expreſhons to Follow , 
to be like or have Conformity , and to 
have Communien , Which are the moſt 
eſſential Clauſes in the charter and charge 
of chriſtianity, are not to be limited 
to the imitation of Chritts Moralls on- 


ly 
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ly, 2s when he bids us be Holy as he ss 
Holy, ec. butſthey oblige all his Diſct- 
plesto follow and imitate him likewiſe, 
as much as in them lies, throughout all 
the other parts Of his life, and the very 
functions of his Othces. For we muſt be 
regenerated in his Birth , dye on his 
Croſs, be buried in his Grave, bear his 
Shame in his Tribulations; in a word, 
Chriſt and Chriſtians are and muſt be 
continually together , Where I am there 
my ſervant shall be alſo. Toh. 12. 26. 
But of all theſe Duties the moſt funda- 
mental and moſt indiſpenſable , is that 
of bearing -part of his Croſs and dying 
with him 1n ry cy 
6. Never did the Son of God intend 
any more to offer himſelf for his people, 
without his people, Then did the High 
Preiſts of the Law to offer themſelves 
for Iſrael without his Ephod , the memori- 
all ofthem. Chriſt preſented himſelf to 
God, in this great Temple , which is 
the world, at the head of whole Man- 
kind, as did: the firſt born of Egypt, 
who .alſo . did -—_— him every 
one .in his houſe, -at the head of his 
family. He came | as a voluntary vi- 
Etim to the Altar , being attended on b 
his Iſrael, who.as it were with their hands 
laid all their fins{upon his head. There- 
fore 


ary , that they , who 
wt, Should wait up+ 
on. the Sacrifice : aþd that whoſoever 
would efcape: the royer , 'or | other 
Plagues', Should keep rhemielves with-4 
in- that houſe ; where' either the firſt 
born-, or the Paſchal Lamb was deſtroy- 
ed: by the fame neceſlity , whoſoever 
do pretend to Eternal Salvation , muſt 
nceds appear within that houfe , about 
that Altar , and that Crols , whereon 
tis firtt born of every Creature , and 
this Eternal both Prieft and .

© 7. By-this ſtanding and appearing at 
the Alrar under the Law the ſinners in- 
deed -[ did not 'dye ; the wittim alone 
being burned and deſtroyed : but becauſe 
they laid their hands on it, when it was 
dying, and fell (for prayer and worship) 
on their faces' down to the | ground , 
when it did fall bleeding to death , They 
were as well as the very victim, repu- 
ted to Offer up: themſelves. So the trus 
eſt Chriſtians likewiſe are neither cruci- 


' + fled, nordeſtroyedin that "manner, thar 


their Maſter and Savior was: yet, x . be- 
cauſe they look towards, and caſt them- 
ſelves upon his Croſs and Sufferings, as 


| the only means both of expiating for 


their Sins , and of Salvation for their 
SOUuls > 2. becauſe of the great and 
Sharp 
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sharp grief, which they 'do ſuffer who 
ſincerely think on the Son of God thus 
dying, and which is more, thus dying 
only for their fakes; which to them is 
as it was to the Blefled Virgin a ſword 
to pierce their hearts, and likewiſe ro 
Pierce and cruciftie to death their Sins : 
3. becauſe” their whole Body of Sin 
being by this Crucifixion, really over- 
maſtered and wounded, there remains 
no life in them, but what they may, 
and will offer up and dedicate to Gods 
Service; The Savior thus offering him- 
felf, and the faved fo united to him by 
faith , ſo plunged both into the Com- 
munion of, and griet for his Sufferings, 
and fo relign'd up and conſecrated ro 
his Wilt for the: remnant of their lite, 
are both accounted before God for one 
and the ſame Sarrifice. | 

3. It 1s the ſame, firft by Imputation, 
ſuch as were the firft fruits and the Lamp: 
Rom. 11. 16. The Eares of Corn 
and the Harveft, which were both to- 
gether involved in , and made holy by 
one Offering. Levit. 23. 10. 11. In this 
ſenſe Jeſus Chrilt dying upon the Croſs, 
was made the firſt fruits of them. that 
offer themſelves to God, thar they may 
be ſanctified by his death and Sacrifice: 
If one be dead then all are dead; as he was 


made the firſt fruits of them that ſer 3 
that 
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that they should be quickned by his Reſur- 
rection. But ſecondly as the Lump or maſs 


may in ſome cale either loſe or not get 


at all the priviledg and holinefs of the 
firſt fruits, ( for example, a few sheaves 
of Corn , which the Worshippers had 


offered unto the Lord , could. by no. 


means fſanctify that Harveſt which af- 
terwards should be eaten in the Service 
or in the Temple of an Idol) Tworeal 
Actions are required to make good this 
Imputation, and to jo'n the Chriſtians 
to the Sacrifice of Chriſt their Head. 
9: The firſt is, that they endeavor to 
crucify their ſinful members as really 
as Chriſt himſelf had his finlefs Body 
crucified. So that the feet, that before 
did run to Evil, the violent hands that 
did injure, the greedy eyes that did co- 
vet, and all thoſe members of the Flesh, 
that were weapons of wickedneſs, may 
by this Croſs and Sacrifice be moſt re- 
ally bound , and in a good meaſure 
deftroyed as to. their Corruption.

the world. Galat. 6. 14. .So Jeſus Chriſt , 
and his whole Church , and in this 
Church every true penitent Sinner being 
joined all together , do make up that 
compleat Sacrifice, which ſeems to have 
bin pretgurated by the Sacrifice at the

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conſecration of Aaron, Exod. 29. 13. 14. 
whereof the kidneyes and the far abour 
the Inwards, were burnt as a {ſweet ſmel- 
ing Oblation on the Altar : bur all the 
Flesh , the Skin, the Feet , the Dung 
( Inſtruments and Emblems of Sin ) 
were thrown and burnt without the 
Camp. For Jeſus Chrift and his Church 
ſo concur together in one Oblation, that 
the blefled Savior contributes all that 
can go up into Heaven to pleaſe and 
appeaſe God : and we on our Part do 
contribute, but what deſerves to be re- 
moved out of the way , the Corruption 
and ſmell of ſin. The Second neceffary 
Condytion to the atoreſaid Imputation 
( for ho jmputation either to life or 
death *n be juſt A ſome real 
ounds to ſupport it ) and to incor 
om us into t © Giraiad of Chriſts Bo- 
dy, is a ſerious reſolution of piety, and 
univerſal conſecrating both of our Per- 
ſons and of all our Actions to God. 7 
am crucified with Chriſt, that I may 
live to God. Now it is not I that live, 
but Chriſt lives in me', and the life which 
IT now lead in the Flesh 1 live by the 


faith of the Son of God , who loved me , 


and gave kimſelf far me. Gal. 2. 19. 
This Place inſ] Fa ſo rendred accord- 


ing to the diſtinction of both the Greek 


Copies , and all the Oriental verſions. 
And 
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And this Act of the Church conſecra- 
ting her ſclf to God , and joining her 
{elt to ro Chriſt as to make but one Ob- 
lation with him, 1s the Myitery repre- 
ſented by the daily Sacrifice. Exod. 29.38. 
Numb. 28. 2. 

10. This Sacrifice did conſift of two 
parts. The firſt and cheifett was the 
Lamb , that did foreshew the Lamb of 
God : and the ſecond was the Meat and 
drink-Offering made of flower mingled 
with Oyl and Wine : all which being 
bur an Additional thrown on the Lamb, 
morning and evening, was counted but 
for one and the fame Sacrifice. Thoſe 
Secondary Oblations ſo thrown and burnt 
upon the main Sacrihce, {1gniftied proper]! 
thetic Offerings, which Chriſtians m 
preſent to God, of themfelves , of their 
Goods, and of their Praiſes. From this 
Meat and Drink Offering which was 
added to more fubſtantial Sacrifices , 
came the Bread and Wine to be uted at 
the celebration of Chrifts Death. Which 
Bread wn the Communion conftidered as 
Sacrament, {ignifiesthe natural, but con- 
hdered as Sacrifice, it repreſents the my- 
| ftical Body of Chriſt, that is his Church. 
For we that are many faith the Apoſtle 
x Cor. 10. 17. are one Bread. Fo this pur- 
poſe the holy Martyr Ignatius Epiſt. Rom. 
being ready to be offered up by Mar- 

tyrdom, 
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 tyrdom, faid he was the avheat of God, 


which was to be ground by Beaſts teeth. 
Soon after the Church added Oy/ and 
Frankincenſe to Bread and Wine, to make 
up the whole Meat Offering which con- 
tiſted of theſe four Things. The truth 
is, all what we can offer upon our own 
account, 1s but fuch an Oblatron as this 
Meat and Drink offering of Moſes was , 
that cannot be prefented but by the 
virtue and merits of Jeſus Chrift , who 
ſupports it : and that can never aſcend 
up to Heaven but along with the facred 
ſmoke of that great Burnt Sacrifice , 
which is to carry it up thither. For on 
the one {de our own perſons, our works, 
or any thing elſe that may be ours, are 

y themſelves but weak , unſubſtantial 
kinds of Offerings , 'which cannor be 
preſented unto God » Otherwiſe but 'as 


' theſe Additional Oblations, which from 


themſelves fall to the ground; unleſs a 
more ſolid Sacrifice do ſuſtain them : 
And on the other ſide , this ſolid and 
fundamental Sacrifice upholds, ſaves and 
ſanctities, but thoſe pertons and things , 
that according to the Law of Moſes his 
Meat Offerings , are thrown into this 
his fire , are hallowed upon his Altar , 
and are together with him conſecrated 

to God by him. 
Ii. For this caulc it is, that as ſoon 
as 
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as the Prophet had preached the com- 
ing of this Everlaſting Sacrifice, and the 
propitiation and happineſs > which it 
would ſpread over all the world ; he 
foretels at the ſame time, that the Apo- 
{tles and their ſucceſlors: ( whom he de- 
ſigns by expreſſions __ to that Oe- 
conomy , under which he did live ) 
Should bring the Nations from all parts 
of the Earth, as an Offering unto the Lord. 
Efay. 66. And to the ſame purpole St. 
Paul himſelf ſpeaks of his Evangelical 
Office as of a Sacrificing Prieſthood; and 
of the Gentiles, whom he did convert 
to Chriſt, as of ſo many Sacrifices which 
he preſented to rhe Lord. I exerciſe, ſaics 
he, iz the Goſpel a holy Sacerdotal Prieſt- 
hood ( for the word izevpye» fignifies both) 
that _ .Oblation 0 fea apr Bay be 
acceptable, being ſanttified by the boly ſpirit. 
Rom. 15. 16. frm proceeds'that . Me- 
thod, which he obſerves moſt conſtant- 
ly , never to preach the Faith in Jeſus 
Chriſt, without inviting preſently the 
Beleivers to Offer up unto God , either 
their Bodies and Souls : as Rom. 12. Or 
their works of holineſs, of Praiſe, of 
Charity, &c. as every where elſe.

theſe are the Spiritual 'Offerings which. \ 


every true Chriſtian mult join to caſt 
upon the fundamental Sacrifice of Chriſt 


Jeſus. 


12. We 
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12. We know indeed that the uni- 
verſal Aſſembly of Chriſtians could ne- 
ver meet at the ſame time, or place, el» 
ther to follow Chriſt in. a Body , when 
he went to offer himſelf for them ; or 
to fall upon their faces and” proſtrate 
themſelves to the ground, when he bow- 
ed his head under their Sins : Provi- 
dence that ſcatters men up and down 
throughout all places and times of the 
world, permitting no poſſibility of ſuch 
a general meeting. But the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt, tho it was confined to few hours 
and to a ſmall parcel of Ground as 
to the Swffering ; yet being everlaſting , 
infinit , and ſtill the ſame, as as to the 


ſufficiency and virtue of it , caextends it 


ſelf moſt perfectly to'all both times and 
places, when and where thoſe ſcattered 
members , will ever come to Offer up 
themſelves to God with their head. And 
beſides this , the ſecond part of his Sa- 
cerdotal Office, which conſiſts in inter- 
ceding , continuing {till iz the very Ad, 
till the worlds end ; They that could 
not embrace his Croſs , and join with 
him at that ſame time that he Offer'd 
himſelf, may do 1t every wy + and hum= 


\Þ ble themſelves like poor victims loaden 


with ſins and miſeries, at the ſame time, 
that now he continues ſtill actually z»zer- 
edi. YO in all Places, at all times , 
and 
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and upon any emergencies , whenſoever 
the Beleivers will preſent themſelves 
unto God , both with and by his Son 
Jeſus , they may ſtill receive the favor 
of acceptation , and that real efflux of 
ſaving Odor from Chriſt , which was 


repreſented by that typical holineſs ,| 


which the additional Oblation Cid re- 
ceive from the principal Sacrifice, when 
it was adjoined to it. Whereas it is moſt 
certain, that all the Merit and blood of 
Chriſt shall no more ſave Men that will 
not draw neer and join themſelves to 
conformity and Communion of his 
Death ; then the continual and other 
burning - Sacrifices , were ever able to 
confſecrate , that meat, that Wine, that 
Oyl, and that Frankincenſe, which were 
not brought,nor burned upon the the ſame 
Altat with them. 

13. Now tho all men be called to 
this conformity and Communion in 
the Sufferings of Chriſt, from the time 
of thoſe ſufferings , until there be no 
times at all: an, altho the dates of our 
preſent life, have all the priviledg which 
theſe ſeven feaſt daies once had , when 
every one might gird his loins, - eat his 
unleavened bread, and kill his own Bul- 
lock, as the Prieſt did Sacrifice the Pal[- 
chal Lamb ; ( which Bullock was ſuper- 
added to the Paichal Lamb , that both 

might 
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might better ſuthce for the 7 
beltides its other ritual and figurative im- 
portance as a Sacrifice: )- it is certain , 
nevertheleſs that there are two more 
ſpecial and extraordinary daies, wherein 
Chriſtians are invited by more urgent 
and proper Circumſtances , to preſent 
their Souls and Bodies by way of Se- 
cond Offering upon the Sacrifce of their 
Savior. The firſt is paſt, and that was 
when the Savior offered himſelf to death : 
when Heaven and Earth, Temple and 
Graves shook at the blow that killed 
him ; when pious Souls either ſtood im- 
moveable as the bleſſed Virgin hard by 
his Croſs, or in. a manner crucihed 
themſelves, beating their breaſts as the 
Daughters of Jcruſalem : and when eve- 
ry Diſciple might by the very conjun- 
cture of all the things he ſaw , be mo- 
ved to ſay as Thomas , /ct us go and let 
us dy with bim. Toh. 11. 16. The 0- 
ther time moſt favorable and proper , 
next to that of his real Paſhon, is that 
of the holy Communion; which, as it 
hath bin * explained , is a Sacramental 
Paſſion, where tho the Body be broken, 
and the blood shed but by way of re- 
preſentative Myſtery, yet both are as effe- 
Qtually, and as truly, offered tor. our own 
uſe, if we go to 1t worthily, as when 
* Gelaſ. Cy. part, 2, 6p. ZTs 
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that 
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that holy and divine Lamb did offer 
himſelf the firſt time. 

14. Therefore whenſoever Chriſtians 
approach to this dreadful Myſtery , and 
to the' Lamb of God lying and ſacrificed 
"(as ſome ſay that the holy Nicene Coun- 
Cil ſpeaks ) por the holy Table; it con- 
cerns their main intereſt in point of 
Salvation, as well as in other dutics, to 
rake a ſpecial care , not to lame, and 
deprive the grand Sacrifice of its own 
due Attendance. Bur to behave them- 
ſelves in that manner, that, as both the 
principal and additional Sacrifices, were 
conſumed by the ſame fire , and went 
up towards Heaven in the ſame flame ; 
So Jeſus Chriſt and all his Members , 
may jointly appear before God : this in 
a Sacramental Myſtery, theſe with their 
real Bodies and Souls , offering them- 
ſelves at the ſame time , in the ſame 
place , and by the ſame Oblation. $0 
that whoſoever are attending on this ſa- 
crifice, ſince they do it in remembrance 
of their Savior , once really dead , and 
every day Sacramentally dying for them 
{ do this in remembrance of me ) they 
do it in ſuch a manner, 1. as may be- 
come faithful Diſciples, who are reſol- 
ved to dy both for and with their Ma- 
ſter : 2. as. true and fincere Members 
that cannot outlive their own ' head ; 

7 and 
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and 3. as truly penitent {inners who dare 
not look for any share ip the Glory ,and 
Redemtion, and ſeſſion at the right or left 
hand of their Savior , unleſs after their 
way they undergo the ſame Baptiſm, un- 
lels they will drink the {ame Cup: and 
unleſs they enter really into the Com- 
faunion of that Sacrifice and thoſe Suf- 
ferings,. which their Maſter, their head, 
and their Savior hath paſſed through , 
and which this very Sacrament engages 
them to. 

15. Now, this Communio» doth re- 
quire, firſt a Conformity of Actions , that 
may in ſome ſort correſpond to all whar 
Chriſt hath done as Prieſt : Secondly 
another Conformity of mortifications , and 
paſſions , that may likewiſe anſwer to 
whatſoever he: hath Suffered as a volun- 
tary Viitim. As Prieſt; ( for in this occa- 
hon all Chriſtians after the example of 
their Savior, become Prieſts, ſince the 
offer themſelves to God ) to follow all 
the ſteps , and take upon them all the 

reparations, the Courſe of life and the 
ike difpoſitions of mind , which were 
ſeen in this Bletſed Melchifedeck, when 
he preſented himſelf to God. To this 
effect the faithful Worshipper, preſent- 
ing thtt Soul and Body, which God fitted 
him with at his coming into this world, 


will lay them down at the Altar, . 
| oy 
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Lo I come, #f this Soul and 
Body may be uſeful to any thing, | 
here they are both to do thy 
will O God. * And hereafter 
if it pleaſe thee , to uſe that 
power which thou haſ?, as Crea-

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holy Diſpoſitions,' and as it were Sater- 
dotal Ornaments , between ]Jclus and his 
Diſciples, contidered: as they are Prieſts : 
there muſt needs be alſo a conformity 
of Death and- Paſſion ' between them , 
being conſidered as Sacrifices. -' "The firſt 
Conformity, which regards - Perſonal and 
Prieſtly Endowments, is never {ſo exact, 
nor ſo tull; as to adorn itiferior Prieſts 
with alli the proper Attire of Aaron ; 
his Golden Plate , his embroidered E- 
phod, or his Miter, or his Breaſt Plate: 
yet it is never ſo defective,-but that he 
and they may without indecency , not- 
withſtanding the inequality of their-Gar- 
ments, officiate at one Altar. The ſecond 
Conformity which. regards the Szwrifice , 
is yet much shorter then the fifſt, being 
between things , not only unequal in 
degrees of perfection , but different in 
their nature. For really the Sacrifice 
of a living Creature, as the Lamb was, 
could not differ ſo much in nature from 
dead and inanimate Offerings , ſuch as 
the Meal , the Oil / and- the Wine 
were , Which as ſecondary Sacrifices wers 
added' to the firſt ;- as the Sacrifice bf Je- 
ſus Chriſt differs from what poor Chriſti- 
ans, Either are in their nature ,\or' can 
offer -up' to God: in Sacrifice. -For of 
theſe two Sacrifices as to their proper 
conditions ,' The one is Divine , all- 

mighty, 
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mighty, and all Holy; and the other 
is human, infrm , and finful: And as to 
their ſeveral ends, The one is made ro 
procure and work Expiation, and the 
other only to ger ſome capacity to re- 
ccive it. The tiit and prime Sacrifice 
wmparts to the ſecond its Righteouſneſs; 
and the ſecond- is thrown upon the firit 
as a burthen, only to charge it with all its 
ſins. Nevertheleſs as under the Law , 
the Lemb, and. the Oblation added to it, 
did join in one Sacrifice, becauſe both 
were offered upon one. Altar , and con- 
ſumed by one fire: fo under the Goſpel 
Chriſt and his People are accounted 
for one Oblation, when: both in their 
own proper way are conſecrated by the 
ſame- Croſs , and are in ſome manner 
alike. obedient. -ro death-. For we have 
bin planted. together in the likeneſs of his 
death ,, knowing this that our Old Mantis 
dead 'y&c,' Rom.

18. By this likeneſs or conformity of 
Sufferings Chrilt is dead once to fatisfie 
the - rigor of the Law , and fo muſt 
Chrittians dcſtroy their fins and mortific 
themſelves , thattiicy may obſerve hereaf- 
ter the Righteouſneſs of the Goſpel. Chriſt 
during. that terrible ſtorm that made 
him weep and cry aloud. Matt. 27.

I] T is an cxpreſs and ofren repcated 

Law of God by Moſes, and no 
where repeated by Chriir, that no wor- 
shipper sjall. pretume ro appear before 
him with 'emty hands. Stmcere Chri- 
ftians muſt have them: full at the re- 
ceiving of the holy Communion, with 
four: diftin& forts of Sacritices. 1.* The 
Sacramental _ and commemorative Sacri- 
fice of Chriſt. 2. The real and Atual 
Sacrifice of themſelves. 3. The free- avill 
Offering of their Goods. 4. 'The Peace 
Offering of their Praiſes. 

2. The firſt as repreſenting the Sacri- 
fice offered on the. Crols, is the ground 
of the three pthers, eſpecially of the, ſe- 
cond : whith muſk | no 'nfore' be: fe- 

1ated, from it, then: Parts 'are from the 

'hole , or the Body from its Head. 
Theſe two are fo clole coupled' toge-

Iris the fame Act of 
an Impious wretch to mangle , and to 
mutilate, either the holy Sacrifice which 
Jeſus hath "made to his father , or the 
holy Sacrament which he hath ordained 
to his Church, or that- holy Oblarion 
wich after his Sacrifice and at his Sacras 
ment hc is pleaſed to require of us. And 
after we have preſented it, it 1s an: Act, 
not only of great Impiety , bur of as 
oreat 2 Sacriledg, as was that of Anani- 
as , to withdraw without leave , any 
part of thar Whole which we have devo- 
ted to Gods Service. 

5. It behoves not Iſrael alone to go 
forth "our of Egypt with all their Chil- 
dren and Cattle, and Goods , to offer 
them unto the Lord, that he may take 
either all, or ſuch a part, as he will be 
pleaſed to chuſe ; Exod. 10. 25, 26. 
All the Gentiles were likewiſe to go and 
give themſelves up toGods ſervice with 
thcir Gold, their Silver, their Drome- 
daries, and their Chariots loden with 


| their cheifeſt ſubſtance : The Egyptians 


with all their wealth: Tyre and Sidon 
with their Merchandiſe: Efay. 23. 18. 
and 60. 6, 7, 9. The wiſe men with 
their Frankincenſe, their Myrrh -and 
their Gold; and ſo every ſinner at his 
_—  z Conyerlion 
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Converſion to God, was to conlecrate 
all ro Jeſus Chriſt, and to the ſervice of 
his Church. From that very; moment 
that by any reall Act of converlion , of 
faith , of repentance , or 'of, vow, We 
have given , up out fſelyes to. Chriſt , 
who hath likewiſe given himſelf for us; 
as by virtue,of this mutual Communi- 
ON , all what he poſleiles becomes ours, 
namely his Grace ,. his lmmortality , 
his Glory ; and ſo he beftowes it upon 
us, according tothe times , and degrees 
which he ſees beſt for our Salvation: by 
the ſame conſequence , all whatſoever 
we have doth: become his, fo that he. 
my take it after in what proportion: 
and feaion ſoever he $hall ſee beſt for 
his Gi29ry. The two Ailes which he fent 
for by his diiciples, that he might ride on 
them to Jeruſalem, and the Cham- 
ber which he commanded -to'be rea- 
dy, that he might eat the Pafloyer 
mit, were not {o abſolutely his, as are our 
lives, our Goods, '&c. whenſoever the 
Lord hath med of them: Matt. ' 21. 2 
.. .Luk, 22. 11. Thoſe'things were 
is. only by. the Right of propriety, 
Which , as to a Soveraign. Lord and 
God , is naturally reſerved upon any 
thing which he creates or faves ; but 
theſe are his belides , becauſe we with 
our ſclves have given them. When. he

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calls forthe former, to deny them were 
injuſtice , bur to deny thete latter , were 
a vilible .

6. This Conlecration whereby the 
worshipper otters and rehgns upall him-/ 
ſelf, and all his Concernmentsto God , 
if it be well don, and duly performed, 
is -> firſt as for our Souls and Bodies a: 
Chriſtian Apotheoſis  1f I may uſe this 
word, which both makes them capable 
of the Sacrifice and grace of Chriſt, and 
raiſes and prefers them to the very na- 
ture, that 1s the Condition of holineſs 
and Immortality of God. Secondly as 
to the Conſecrated things; it is a mira- 


- culous priviledg, which in the end in- 


finitly . multiplies every. thing , which 
is thus parted with ; ir bleſles the uſe of 
it altho it be but preſented, as long as 
we can enjoy it, and finally exchanges 
it, when we can enjoy 1t no more, for 
ſuch advantagious returnes, as may be 
conceived to: be, not ſuch as when 
water was turned into Wine , or. dirt 

| into 
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into Go'd, but ſuch, 2s if we conceive 


a glais of water, turned into ſtreams of 
Everlaſting Comforts, the duſt of Ifrael 
into ſo many ſtars of Heaven , ſmall 
Cottages of Clay into Royal Palaces ; 
and vain declining shadows into real 
and Eternal poſſethions : Thou haſt bin 
faithful in a few things , Twill make thee Ru- 
fer over many things, &:, Matth, 25. 21, 
But if the Law of theſe Confecrations 
be not well performed ; if Levi come to 
ſerve :Asbtaroth, after he hath dedicated 
himſelf to God; and if the Offerings of 
the People , be employed to protane 
uſes after they have toucht Gods Altar ; 
then there are as many and as+ heavy 
Curſes to'be lookt for  2s' on the other 
{ideupon a better utc , there are many 
and great Bleilings to be expected. So 
that upon all contiderations , both of pru- 
dence, 'and of Duty; firit we muſt give 
up all to' God: next after we have given 
we muſt fly: all, not only as two moſt o- 
dious fans, 'but alſo as two moſt terrible 
miſcheifs, the Sacritede in withdrawing 
at any time when God demands1tt , what 
hath bin thus conſecrated to him: and 
the Profanereſs in miſpending upon ſu- 
rfjuous, or worſe uſes , what of it he is 
Pleaſed to allow to our proper ne- 
ceſſities, and other lawfull Conveni-
